He said that on Quick¬ 
sand Creek, in Breathitt, there had been 
four nun killed during the last few j 
weeks, and all of them are known as 
Hargis men. He aays the killing of : 
John Abner waa simply an outcropping 
of the old feud, and that the only leason 
for killing Abner was because he was 
friendly to “Ed” Callahan am) the late 
James Hargis. As to the killing of i 
Matt Crawford, who was also known as 
s Hargis man, it was slated that the 
feud had nothing to do with th>s affair, 
it growing out of the wluakey cases in 
Breathitt. The citizen of Breathitt 
*ho has kept out of the - troubles in his 
home county, taking neither side of the 
question, said that it is more th.iifti co¬ 
incidence that all the men killed durn-g 
the last year, in Breathitt county, have 
been Hargis men, who were friends of 
the late Judge, and who a 6 now ftiend- 
iy to Callahan. He stated, too. that 
the killing of men in Breathitt has not 
stopped, and that there are just as mu 
ny killings now in Breathitt as there 
ever were, even when James Hargis 
was alive. Many of the killings in 
the county, the visitor stated, are not 
reported in the daily papers, and for \ 
that reason not as much isheardof con 
ditioos in Breathitt as was heard when 
the fight waa being made on Hargis and 
** his followers. Most of the men slain 
^ are not of prominence, and for that rea- 
son not much attention is paid to the ] 
killing outside of Breathitt countv. He

SAUSAGE IN SIGHT 


And Pork Chops Expected fo Be 
Shortly Within the Reach of 
the Poor Man’s Means. 


It looks as if pork chops are coming j 
down to a price that * ill permit the or- j 
dinary individual to enjoy one occasion- | 
ally. Hogs have been on the toboggan 
good and hard the past month in all the I 
markets of the country. They were j 
subjected to a slump of 10 to 20 cents ■ 
at the Bourbon stock yards recently, 
the best selling st $8.20 to $8.65a week 
ago. It is worth recalling that tbev ! 
held up to $12 in April, so present prices 
represent a decline of nearly 33) tier 
■ cent, from the top. A year ago best 
^ hogs were selling at $8. 

A peculiar leature of the situation is 
that sales of hogs have been showing 
very little increase from ihe low figures 
reache.r in the spring. There were on 
ly 1,700 head on sale at the Bourbonj 
stock yards on this date, whereas a year' 
ago there were 10,340. and two years 
ago, 9,843, and sales for the whole of i 
last Were leas than for the first day of 
this week a year ago or two years ago 
Receipts were running comparatively 1 
light in all markets. But it appears 
that packers are holding aloof, expect¬ 
ing the big com crop, with its compar- 
l alively low prices, to bring down the 
r price of hogs. • At ruling Dnces of corn 
there is a big profit in feeding it to the 
porkers. 

There should soon be a very nolicea- j 
ble decline in the price of flour and corn. | 
Wheat is selling in the local markets at 
91 cents. A year ago it waa command¬ 
ing $117. Com is selling at 54 cents, 
against 67 cents a year ago, and oats 
are 34) cents, against 42) cents a year 
ago. Flour has undergone several re¬ 
ductions in price already.—Louisville ' 
Times. _

menagerie. when he also met his 
end from a far different adversary. 
This was a gamecock of some In¬ 
dian breed, the most blackguardly 
looking fowl I have ever set eyes 
upon, with beetling eyebrows, a 
bulldog type of beak and pillar-like 
legs, his athletic proportions set off 
by very Ught-flttlng plumage. How¬ 
ever, he was only a fowl, thought 
the two turkeys, and with Oriental 
Indifference to the rules of fair play 
they both set out to tackle him to¬ 
gether. The gamecock acquitted 
himself In a manner worthy of his 
breed, and bowled them over with 
one blow, apiece. Perhaps his natu¬ 
ral magnanimity—for chanticleer is 
seldom anything but a gentleman— 
made him lenient with the ban; at 
any rate, she was only "knocked 
silly.” But he gave her husband a 
fair knock-out blow; gripping bis 
wattle with the bulldog bill, he 
brought the columnar shanks down 
on the bulky adversary’s neck with 
such force that, when I saw the de¬ 
feated bully he was sitting In a 
state of paralytic collapse, and not 
long after ingloriously expired. 

\ Such Is the part the turkey plays 
as a tame bird—a pretentious and 
pushing person who occasionally col¬ 
lapses ignominious ly. Not- are his 
aspect and career as a wild bird 
different for ho is one <#T the few 
creatures which have altered very 
iitfle in domestication; and though 
bn may be regarded as the premier 
bird of. America, and gains a cer¬ 
tain amount of dignity af d* consid¬ 
eration thereby, there is a comic 
element In his performances and 
misfortunes which robs him of the 
dignity of the feathered nobles of 
tho older world. The blackguardly 
tendencies which, seen in domesti¬ 
cation, have caused some people to 
suggest that he is called a turkey 
because he behaves like the prover¬ 
bial unspeakable Turk, are in full 
swing In bis wild ancestor, who Is 
altogether born In sin. His wife, or 
wives—for he is an inveterate polyg¬ 
amist, even in his primitive condi¬ 
tion—have to keep their Infant 
poults out of his way, or he will 
crack tholr Utile heads for them; 
and when he conquers and slays a 
rival gobbler, be tramples him when 
he Is down and done for. His court¬ 
ship Is every bit as absurd In the 
wilds at) it Is in the farmyard, and 
ancient turkey dowagers emulate 
his absurdities In strutting to win 
bis regard, though the pullets main¬ 
tain a proper modesty of demeanor. 
Moreover, the wily hunter brings 
about his downfall In ways which 
make him look undignified—no other 
bird is lured to his end in such 
queerly discreditable ways. 

One Is to call him up within shot 
by imitating the voice of her he 
loves for the time being. On a small 
pipe, often made of a turkey’s own 
drumstick bone, the sportsman Imi¬ 
tates what he ungallantly calls the 
"yelp” of the hen turkey, and the 
Infatuated gobbler, lured by the soft 
Invitation, Is often decoyed within 
range To his credit be It syld. how¬ 
ever. he displays a fine ear, and II 
be detects anything suspiciously In¬ 
sincere In the accents of the con¬ 
cealed charmer, it will be a clever 
Impersonator who gets him to an¬ 
swer another matrimonial advertise¬ 
ment for that season at all events. 

Another plan is the turkey trap, 
which is a pen made of logs'and en¬ 
tered by a trench, across which 
there is a bridge Just inside the en- 
tran-e A train of corn lends the 
turkevs into this, and when they are Inside and 
have eaten up all the corn. It never occurs to 
them to stoop under the bridge beneath which they 
passed In. but they continue to wander round and 
round till the trgpper cornea and gathers them 
in-a proceeding which does not argue any great 
amount of Intelligence on their part. 

One can even get a turkey by hunting him with 
a dog. circumstances being favorable. The said 
circumstances are the fact of the turkey's being 
a little way off from their woodland retreat, feed¬ 
ing out on the pmirie. and one's dog being a grey¬ 
hound; moreover, one's horse should know how to 
go. The turkey, even when wild, ia not a long¬ 
distance flier, but he baa not sense enough to re¬ 
member this when he finds bts foes between him 
and the wood, and tries to fiy straight away front 
the pursuing bound instead of turning abont over¬ 
head and coming back to cover. After about ’a 
mile he haa had enough of flying and takes to his 
legs, only to find that his four-legged opponent U 
close behind, and bo must perforce take to the air 
again. But this time his flight Is not for to long 
a distance, and ho is lgnomlntously "run into.” a 
victim of misplaced confidence in himself is an 
aeroplane. 

Let us be thankful that we have got the tur¬ 
key as he Is. with all his comic extravagances, and 
that In one respect, at all events, he can challenge 
comparison with many worthier people: his last 
appearance is always creditable, and no one can 
deny that he cuts up well!

from popular estimation as a holiday dish. The 
turkey Is a good type of the product of his native 
continent In more ways than one. and some 
Americans, Impressed by the fact that the na¬ 
tion's emblem, the white-headed eagle. Is not 
only a "bird of Ireedom," but a freebooter, rob¬ 
bing the respectable flshhawk of hta catch, and 
generally playing the needy sharper, have claimed

turkeys used In the absence of present-day facili¬ 
ties for'transport to be driven long distances on 
the roads. a couple of noble sportsmen laid a wa¬ 
ger as to the speed of turkeys and geese over a 
course which It would take a matter of days to 
traverse. Each nobleman was provided with a 
little t\pck of tou^ of the fowls or his fancy, and 
of course betting was high in favor of the tur¬ 
keys. And at first they seemed to Justify their 
barkers, for they soon stalked away from tbelr 
waddling rivals and left them far behind. Bo 
things went on all day. but as dusk came on the 
aristocratic turkey herd found his charges becom¬ 
ing passive resisters, and displaying an Incurable 
desire to go to roost—no amount of coaxing would 
propel them farther. Meanwhile the despised 
geese, with whom night and day were not of any 
very great Importance, waddled sedately past, and 
ultimately won the race with plenty to spare. It 
was pretty nearly the old tale of the hare and 
tortoise over again, in fact. 

I have known the farmyard bully pretty well 
bested on two occasions myself—tragically so. 

One of the most valued possession of the 
Calcutta animal dealer l have mentioned was a 
fawn-colored European-bred turkey, whose color 
much commended ft in his eyes, since turkeys of 
this hue seem not to be found in India This 
privileged fowl used to circulate about his mas¬ 
ter's chair, strutting and gobbling; and though he 
often resented the entrance of natives Into the 
compound he respected Europeans, a piece of dis¬ 
crimination one does not expect in a being of such 
limited intelligence as a turkey.

New York.—Wars always produce a 
new supply of emergeucy measures 
for the relief of the sick and wounded. 
It is not surprising, then, that the Civil 
war, with Its hundreds of thousands 
of maimed and wounded soldiers, 
coupled with Yankee Ingenuity, should 
have brought Into existence the stamp 
as a means of raising money for the 
soldiers’ relief funds. The scheme was 
first Instituted in Boston In 1862 at the 
United States Sanitary fair, but to 
successful was the Idea that other 
fairs In Brooklyn. Stamford and 
Springfield. Mass., at once adopted It. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars were 
raised In this way. 

So popular, however, did the stamp 
become, that the public became sail 
ated, and soon after the war the salt 
of stamps for charitable purposes fell 
into disuse in this country. In Europe 
the charity stamp; was adopted In Por 
tugal for the first time In 1892. and has 
been Imitated with varying success In 
almost every country on the continent, 
and even in Australia and the Orient. 

It was a war that again brought the 
stamp into nations? prominence in the 
United States, but not a war of guns 
and of Helds of carnage. It was a war 
of enlightenment against ignorance: 
a war of cleanliness on filth; a war of 
health against disease—the great 
American war against tuberculosis. 
While the Civil war. with Its slaugh¬ 
ter and death, killed about 200.000 gov¬ 
ernment troops In four years, and 
maimed perhaps twice that number, 
every year that silent, subtle foe, tu¬ 
berculosis, slays 200.000, and lays low 
three to five times that number A 
war, therefore, against such an en¬ 
emy demanded and still demands am- 
munition and varied resources. To 
furnish these necessary supplies for 
war, the Red Cross stamp was first 
launched on a national basis by the 
American Red Cross In 1908.

A little group 
of women In that city, headed by Mlsa 
Emily P. Bissell. who waa allied both 
with the Red Cross and the Antl-Tu- 
berculosts society. Instituted the plan 
of selling Christmas stamps, the funds 
to be devoted to the local fight against 
consumption. The Idea bad coma 
from Denmark. How the pennies ac¬ 
cumulated to that first sole! And how 
the dollars grew! 

That experiment started the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross to thinking, and they 
j reasoned that here was a war against 
a more devastating disease than any 
war or pestilence that had ever been 
known. Why not have an emergency 
relief fund for use in this war in all 
parts of the United States, since the 
enemy was everywhere? The idea of 
a national stamp was therefore 
launched in 1908. and with little or no 
organization, over $136,000 was raised 
for the fight against tuberculosis. 

In 1909 a more systematic attempt 
to organize the sale waa made. A per¬ 
centage of 20 per cent, waa charged 
by the American Red eross to each lo 
cal agent selling stamps, the sales ag 
aggregating fully $250,000. What la 
even greater, this sale waa the means 
of interesting !n the war on consump¬ 
tion thousand* of people who had 
never before given this subject theU 
attention? 

The outlook for 1910 is extremely 
bright. The sale will be organized 
before rhristmaa to a greater or less 
degree in almost every state In tht 
Union. "A Million for Tuberculosis* 
Is the slogan of tho campaign. At 
ready 25,000,000 stamps have been to 
sued and every Indication points to the 
sale of four times that number 

The United States postofllce authori¬ 
ties have requested that the stickers 
tie railed "seals” this year, and have 
nrfiered that they be placed on the 
bark of letters and packages instead 
of on the face. These seals will not 
carry any mail, but every kind of 
mail will carry them. 

Kvgry man. woman and child tn the 
United States can help In this way. It 
ta not a war that demands much sac¬ 
rifice. Surely, anyone can give a cent, 
a nickel or a dime for a few Red Crosa 
seals. Each seal piaeed on a letter or 
a package helps the one who sends It, 
It helps the one who receives it, and 
elso the unknown one for whom I 
helps to provide a chance for life and 
death. Every seal will become a bul¬ 
let directed at the enemy whose con¬ 
quest Is desired, and all the money Is 
used in the place where the seals art 
•old
